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Remarks 

Claim dependency errors have been noted when reviewing the application, and 
amendments have therefore been made above. 

In response to the examiner's requirement for restriction, the applicants elect Group I, 
consisting of claims 1-11,13-15 and 17-22. This election is made without traverse. 

Examination of the application on its merits is now awaited.

13. (Amended) An originating terminal as claimed in claim 12[1] which further 
comprises a user interface arranged to allow a user to select said computer software code. 

17. (Amended) A signal as claimed in claim 15 [6] wherein said signalling protocol 
messages are session initiation protocol (SIP) messages. 

18. (Amended) A signal as claimed in claim 15 [6] wherein the computer software code 
comprises Java byte code. 

19. (Amended) A signal as claimed in claim 15 [6] wherein the computer software code 
comprises one or more Java applets. 

20. (Amended) A signal as claimed in claim 15 [6] wherein the computer software code 
comprises one or more mobile automated software agents. 

21. (Amended) A signal as claimed in claim 15 [6] wherein the signalling protocol 
message is associated with a telephone call. 

22. (Amended) A signal as claimed in claim 2J_[2] wherein said telephone call comprises 
a voice over internet protocol call. 
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
